FRO.NOb'NCINO 

THE ALIEN AND SEDITION LAWS 
TO HE UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

AND DEFINING THE lUGHTS OF THE

Rwolccrf. That Ibe General Assembly of 
Viririnia, ilulh uncfiuivocally express a firm 
ri'bulution to maintsitn and defend Ihe.Consli- 
ii.'iun of the United States, and the Conatitu- 
fiuri of this State, against every aggression ei¬ 
ther foreign or ilomeslic', and that they will 
su[i[iort the Government of the United Slates 
ill all iiiensures warranted by the former. 

'J'liHl this Assembly most solemnly declares, 
a warm attHchiucnl to the Union onbe Stales, 
to maintain which it |.ledges its powers; and, 
that for this end, it is their duly to watch over 
anti oppose every infraction of tboso piinciples 
which constitute the only basis ofthat Union, 
because a fuilhliil observance of Ihero. can 
nlunc secure ita existence and (be public hap¬ 
piness.

dence, that (bey will concur with this Com- 
niunwealtb, io declaring, os it does hereby de¬ 
clare, that tbe acts aforesaid, arc nneoMSTt 
TUtioHAi.; and, that Ihe necessary and proper 
measures will be taken by eaeh forgo opera¬ 
ting with (bis State, in mamlaining unimpair¬ 
ed, the uuihorilies, rights, and liberties, re¬ 
served to the States respectively, or to the 
people. 

That the Governor be desired to transmit a

The next position is, that tbe General As¬ 
sembly views Ibe powers of tbe Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, "as limited by (be plain senseandin¬ 
tention of (he instruraenteonstitutinglhateom- 
paet," and “.is no farther valid than they are- 
auttiorixed by the grants therein enumerated.'*' 
It docs not seem possible, that any juttohjec- 
tion can lie against either of these clauses. The 
first amounts merely to a ileclaiation, that the 
compact ought to hare (he interpreta'lion plaic- 
Iv intended by the parties to it; Ihe other to is 
declaration, thal it ought to have the execu¬ 
tion and effect intended,by them. If (he pow¬ 
ers granicti be valid, it ta solely hecaiise (bey 
are granted; and if the granted powers are 
valid, because granted, all other powera nut 
granted, must not he valid. 

The resolution having token (his view o{ 
(be Federal compact,proceeds to infer, “That, 
io ease of a deliberate, palpable, and danger¬ 
ous exetrue of other powers> not granted by- 
Ihe said compact, tbe itatei, who are parties 
(hereto, have the right and are in duly bound 
to mierpose for ariissling the progress of tbe 
evil, and for maintaining within their respec¬ 
tive limits, tho authorities, rights, and liber- 
lies appertaining to them," 

It appears, to your committee to be a plaiu 
principle, founded io eommon sense, iUustra- 
led by eommon practice, and essential to 
(ho nature of compacts—that, where resort 
can bo had to no tribunal superior (o (he 
Bulhorily of the parlies, tbe parties tliernsrlves 

___ must be Ihe rightful judges in the last resort, 

V'ircinia doth unequivocally express a Orin^res-1 "'helher the bamin made has been pursued 
olulion to maintain and deiend the Constitution 1 vmlalerl. 1 be constitution of (he United 
of the United States, and the conslilplion of 
this State, against every aggression, either for¬ 
eign or domestic, and that they will sup|>ort 
the Goverumenl of the U. Slates in all mea¬ 
sures warranted hy the foinier." 

No unfavorable comment can have been 
made on (he sentiments here expressed. To 
maintain and defend the constitution,of (be 
United States, and to iup|>ortlhs Government 
of tbe United States in aii measures warranted 
^ their constitution, are duties which the 
General Assembly ought always to feel, nnd 
to which, on sueh cn occasion, it%as evideot- 
h proper tu express their sincere aud firm ad¬ 
herence; 

In their next resolution—“The General As¬ 
sembly most solemnlv declarrs a wann etach- 
raent to (be union of (he Slates, to maintHin 
which, it pledges all its powers; and (hat, for 
this end, it is their duly to watch mer and op¬ 
pose every iofractioo of (hose principles, which 
constitute the only basis of that Uoion. be¬ 
cause a faithful ohservanne of them can alone 
secure llsexRtenceand tbe public hippioess." 

Tbe observation just made is equally B|ipU- 
cable to this solemn declaration, of warm at- 
Inchroont to the Union, and (his solemn pledge 
to luainlato it; nor can any question arise a- 
mung enlightcoed friends of the Union, at to 
the duly ot watching over and opposing every 
infraction of those principles wbieh constitute 
its basis, and a faithful ubservance of which.

VIRGINIA RESOLUTIONS.. 
Virginia House qf Delegates, 
Session of 1799—1800. 
Report of the Committee to whom were referred 
the eommimiealioj^ qf wirtoui States, relative 
io the Resolutions rf the last General .dssem- 
ily of this Stale, concerning the .■Jliett aad 
aedilion Laws. 

Whatever room_ might be found in Ihe pro. 
ceedingt of tome of the States, who have dis¬ 
approved of (he resolutions of the General As¬ 
sembly of (his Commoawealih, passed on the 
2lst day of December, 1798, for painful re¬ 
marks on the spirit and manner of (hose pro¬ 
ceedings, it appears to the committee most 
consistent w'uh (be duty as well at dignity of 
die General Aisambly, to hasten an oblivion 
of every circumstance, which might he coo 
tirued into a diminution of mutual respect, 
confidence and affection, among (he members 
of the Union. 

The committee bsve deemed it a more ute- 
fnl talk to revise, with a eritiesi eye, the reso¬ 
lutions which have met wilh this disapproba¬ 
tion; to examine fully Ibe several objections 
and arguments which have appeared against 
them; and to inquire whether (here can be 
any errors o(fact, of principle,tar of reasoning, 
which the candor of (lie General Assembly 
ought to acknowledge and correct. 

'The Jirst of (he resolutions is iu (he words 
following; 

"Resowed, That Ihe General Assembly of 


Ibe executioner, and bis breast Ihe sole record 
of (he transaction; (hat a very numerous ami 
valuable description of tho mhabitaiils uf these 
states, being by this precedent reduced as uui- 
laws to the absolute dominiun of one man and 
(be barriers of the Constilut'idii (bus swept 
from us all, no. rampart now remains agaimi 
Ihe passions and the power of a luajoiity of 
Congress, 'to protect from a Jikp exportation 
or other grievous pumshinent tbe iniiiurily ul 
Ihe auine body, thu legislatures, judges, guv- 
oruors, and cuunsellurs uf the states, norllivir 
other peaceable inhabitants who may venture 
to reclaim Ibe consliluliunal rights und hbertiri 
of thu stales, and people, oi ivlio, lor other 
causes, good or bad, may be obnoxious tu the 
view or marked by (ho suapiciouaol ilie I'rc-ii 
dent, oc'fo bethought dungeruns Iu his or 
ibeir elections or other inleretU,public or per 
sonai, (bat (he friendless alien has been select¬ 
ed os tbe safest subject of a first expuriun-u);

states into revolution and blood, and willi'ur 
nish new calumnies against republican guvern- 
ments, and new pretexts fur those who wish it 
to be believed, Ibal man cannot be governed 
but by a rod of iron; (bat it would be a dun 
gerous dclusiou were a confidence in the men 
ofour choice to silence our fears for tlie safe 
ty ofour rights; that confidence is every where 
tbe parent of despotism; free government is 
fuauded in jealousy and not in conlideiicc; it 
is jealousy and ootconridence which prescribes 
limited constitutions to bind down those wbuoi 
we are obliged to trust wilh powrr, (h:it our 
Constitution has accordingly fixed (he limits 
(o which and no farther our cuiilidence mty gu; 
aud let the honest advocate of confidence rsad 
(he alien and aedilion aeta,.and say if Ihe Con 
stilution has not been wise in fixing liinils to 
the govornmeiit it created, and whether wo 
ahould be wise in destroying those limits? Let 
bins say what the governuieiit is, if it he nut a 
tyranny, which Iho men of onr choice h.tvc 
conferred on tho President, and (he President 
of our choice has assented to aud accepted 
over the friendly stranger.*, to whom the mild 
spirit of our country nnd its taws had pledged 
bospitality and protection; (hat (he men of onr 
choice have respected (tie bare snspieioiii 
of tbe PresidM than (ho solid rights ofinno- 
cence, the claims of justirioalion, (he sacred 
force of troth, and Ihe forms aod substance uf 
taw end justice.. In questions of.fiowcr Oten 
let no more be said of confidence in man,hut 
bind him down.from muchief by (he oliaim of 
tbe Constitution. That (bis commoiiwtallh 
does therefore call on its co-slates fur an ox- 
pression of (heir sentiments on (he acta eon- 
ceruing aliens, aod fur Ibe punishment ofeer- 
(ain .eriinci herein before apecified, pkinly de- 
cliring whether these acta are or are not an- 
iburized by tbe federal compact. And it 
doubts not (hat (heir sense will be soBniioiinc- 
ed as to prove llieir Rttaclmient to liiiited gov¬ 
ernment. whether general or parthular, and 
that the rights aud liberties of tbeirfio-esistes 
will be exposed tu no dangers by nniaining 
embarked on a common bottom with heir own: 
But (hoy will concur with (his comnonwralth 
in considering the said nets as so pAiably a- 
) gainst the Constitution as to amount^ an un- 


lid world. Failbful to the true principles of 
Ihe Federal Umioii, uncunaciuus of ,iny designs 
tu disturb the harmony of that Union, and 
anxious ouiy to escape Ihe Pangs of des|>ofivra, 
(he good people of this Gommonweallli are 
regardless of censure or calumniation. Lest, 
however, the silriice of this comiuonwealih 
shoulA be const rued into an arquieience in (he 
doctrines and principles advanced and at¬ 
tempted to bo maintained by Ihe said an¬ 
swers, or lest those of our fellow-cilizens 
Ihrougliuul the Unjpn who so widely differ 
from us on those imporliintsubjecta, should be 
deludinl by tho cxpeclalioii, that we shall be 
detericd from what wo conceive oilr duly, 
or shrink from the principles cuulaiged in 
those resolutions—therefore. 

Resolved, That IhU Gommonweallli consid¬ 
ers (lie Federal Union, upon (he terms aod 
for Ihe purposes specified in the late compact, 
as conducive to the Irberiy and happiness of 
Iho several Slates: That it docs now tine, 
qiiivorully declare its allachmeiit to tho Uni¬ 
on, and to Uiat compact, agreeably to its ob¬ 
vious und real inlentiun, and will be arOong 
tho last (u seek ita diisululion: That if those 
who administer the General Government be 
pcniiitted Io iransgressthc limits fixed Uy (hat 
compact, hy a (ul.il disregard to (he tpocial 
delegations of (lower therein contained, an an¬

On (his resolution, file committee bav« be¬ 
stowed all the attention which its iiupurtauce 
merits: Tliey havu scanned it not meruly 
witli a strict, but with u severe eye; and they 
fcol coufiilence in pronouncing that, in its just 
and fair construction, it is unexcoptionahly true 
ill its several porijions, m well ns cunstitutiun- 
al and eonclusi^nn its iiirerencos. 

The resolution derirfres; first, that "it views 
tho (lowers of the Federal Governmcul, as rv 
suiting from the pompact ta which tbe states 
arc (varties," in other words, that Ihe federal 
(lowers are derived from ihe Constitution; 
and (hat (be conslilutioii is a compact to which 
the stales are parties. 

~Ctaarasihe position must seem, (hat the 
Federal powers are derived from the Oonsti- 
(alion, and fromthiit alone, (he committee are 
not imapprised of a late doctrine, which opens 
.mother source of federal (Hiwers, not less ex¬ 
tensive and important, than it is new‘and un- 
expected- The exaniin.ilian of this dootiine 
will be most conveniently connected with a 
review of a sucecediog resolution. Tbe com- 
raillce satisfj (liemscives here with briefly re¬ 
marking, (hat in all tho contemporary discus¬ 
sions aod comments which (ho Constitution 
underwent, it was cunslaiilly justified aod re¬ 
commended, on the ground that (he powers 
not given to the government, were withhold 
from it; and, that if any doubt could have ex 
isled on this luhject, under the original (ext 
of (he Constitution, it is removed, as far as 
words eould remove it,by (he Kth amendment, 
now a (lart of the Constitution, which express¬ 
ly declares, "that Iho powers not delegated 
to the United States, by (he Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the slates, are reserved ta 
the states respectively, or to tho people." 

The other position involved in (his branch 
of the resolution, namely, "that the states aro 
parties to the Constitution orcompset, is, in Ihe 
judgment of Ihe committee, equally free from 
ohjectioo. It is iiideod true, that tbe term 
‘slates,’ is sometimes used in u vague sense, 
and someliines in different senses according 
to the subject to which it is a(>plied. Thus, 
it sometimes means the separate sections of 
territory oc&upied by the political societies 
within each: sometimes the parlicutar govern 
ments, eslaulixbed by those societies; some¬ 
times those, societies are organized into t^se 
particular governments; and iasily. it niflins 
(he people coin|iosing those (lolitical societies 
in their higtiest sareieign capacity. Although 
it might be wished that the perlecUou of lan¬ 
guage admitted less diversity in Uie siguiti.'a- 
lion of (ho same words, yet little Inconvenience 
ta produced by it, where the true tense can 
be collected wilh certainty from the different 
applications. In tha present instance, what, 
ever different construction of (he tonu 'states,' 
in the resolution nixy have been entertained, 
all will at least concur in (hatiast mentioned; 
^Uecaiisr in that sense, Ih^ eoDstilatiaa 


Statea, was formed by the sanotion of lha 
States, given by each in its suvereign capacity. 
It adds (0 Ibe liabilily and dignity, as well as 
to the authority of Ibe constitution, (bat it p'sta 
on (his legitimate and solid foundation. Ttie 
states, then, being (he [>ariies to (he constitu¬ 
tional eompaet, and in their sovereign capaci¬ 
ty, it follows of necessity, thal there can ho 
no tribunal above their authority, (o decide in 
the last resort, whether the compart made by 
them be violated; and, consequently, that, ns 
lha parties tp it, they must themselves decldo 
in the last rosoil, such questions ns mny be of 
sufficient magnlludo to require their ioturposi- 
(ion. 

It does not folloTV, however, that because 
(he States, as sovereign parties to their coo- 
stilutional compact, must ultimately decide 
whether it has iKen violated, thal suoh a de« 
cision ought to be iater|>osed, either in a basty 
manner, or on doubtfu, aod iaferior occasions. 
Even io the case of ordinary conventions be¬ 
tween different nations, where, by Ihe stricC 
role of interpretation a broach of a (>art may 
be deemed a breach of tbe whole; every parg 
being dcamed a condition of every other parta 
and of Ihe whole. It is always laid down that 
(he breach must be both wilful and mslerial 
to justify an application of the role. But io 
the case of an intimate and constituiionai 
union, like that of (he United Stales, it ta evi¬ 
dent that the' interposition of tbe parlies, ra 
(heir sorereign capacity, can be called for by 
occasions only, deeply and essentially affect¬ 
ing tbe v'ktal principles of their (lolitical sya-

The resolutino bts, tecordtrf^ly, gfisrded 
against any luisappreheQaioo of its object, by' 
expressly requiring for suoh an interposition, 
"Iho case of a deliberate, palpable and dangv 
roue breac.'i uf the conslilulion, by die exorcise 
of powers not granted by it." It must be a. 
case not of a light and transient iiaturr, but of* 
a nature dangerous to Ihe great purposes fur 
whirh (he constitution was esiablislied. It 
must be a cuso, moreover, not obscure or 
doubtful in its cousirueiion, but (itain nnd paL 
pablc. 1,astir, it must be a case not resulting 
fro:n a partial consideration, or hasty deter- 
inin,xtiQn; hut a case slampt wilh is hniil cun- 
sideration and deliberate adherence. It is nut 
nee'essary, because Iho resolution does not re¬ 
quire, (hat the question should be OiKUssed. 
how far the exercise of any particular (>ower, 
ungrantrd by tbe consUtution, would justify 
(be interposition of (he parlies to it. As casea 
might easily be stated, which none would coii- 
lendought to fall within Ihatdescr'qition—cases 
on (he other hand, might with equal ease, bo 
stated, so flagrant and so fulat, as to unite ev¬ 
ery opinion io placing them within the descrip¬ 
tion. 

Bui the resolulion,hiis done more than guard 
against niisconsIruetiqD, hy expressly reft rung 
to cases of a deliberate, palpable nnd dimiicruus 
nature. It specifics the object if the uiUrpim- 
lion which it contempUles, to be solely that of 
arresting the progress of Ibe evil of usiir(ia(ion 
and of maintaining (uo authorities, rights aod 
liberties apjiertalning Io tbe States, as parties 
to (he Constitution. 

From this view of the lesolution, it would 
seem inconceivable that it can incur any just 
disapprobatien from those, who, laying aside 
all momentary impreuibos, and rccotleciiiig 
ihe genuine source and object of the Federal 
Constitution, shall candidly and accurately 
interpret tbe meaning of (he General Assem¬ 
bly. If the deliberate exercise of dangerous 
powers, palpably withheld by the constitution, 
eould not justify the part ioslu 'it, in interposing 
even so far at to arrest the progress oj the evil, 
and (hereby to preaerve (he Gonstitulioii itself, 
as well as to provide for the safely of tbe par- 
lies to it, there would be an end to all relief 
from usurped power, and a direct subversion 
of the rights specified or recognised under all 
Ihe Slate Constitutions, as well as a plain de¬ 
nial of Ihe fundamental principle un which our 
independence itself was declared. 

But it it ohjected, that (be judicial authori- 
ly is to bo regarded us Ihe sole expositor of tho 
Constitution in the last rusurl; and it may be 
aaked fur wlial reason, the declaration by tli* 
Uenernl Assembly, suppoaing it to be theoret¬ 
ically true, could be required at the present 
day, und in sp solemn a manner. 

On this objection it might be observcd.yirst:
